It is a rough board shanty 
where the illicit sale of intoxicanta 
has been carried on by different 
iner. 

The only other house at that 
place is a 8 ]tiaro log cabin on a 
bluff overlooking the railroad 
where Colley had squatted. 

Ho had fortified this place by 
chinking the cracks, putting heavy 
bars on the doors and arranging 
loopholes. He had weapons 
enough to supply a squad of men, 
und plenty of ammunition. 

The officers recoiDoitered the 
the place and decided to draw him 
out if possible. , ■ 

Colley was a man of some edu¬ 
cation afid had written contracts 
for Messer who was a man of con¬ 
siderable property and illiterate. 

Messer went to the house and 
called to Colley to come out.
